Foreign Countries Threatened With the 
Keenest Competition in the 
Carrying Trade. 

AV.^siiiNi.roN, Nov. 17. — The rejiort of 
the I.'. S. commissioner of navigation for 
18',ii), after referring to the necessity of 
passing a free ship bill, states : " Our 
maritime rank on the Pacific is now 
threatened by a new rival — Japan, 
which, under liberal and progressive 
laws, has just established a trans-Pacilic 
steamship line to the United States, ami 
with the co-operation of American capi- 
tal is preparing to extend this service. 
In 1.S80 the tonnage of American vessels 
entering the 1,'nited States from [lorts of 
Asia and Occtmia was 2.So,;ii),'), and of 
foreign vessels -l lL'iL'.'il tons.

THE TARIFF CUJilllSSIOlf. 

Divergent Opinions Said to frevail in 
Toronto Business Circles. 

Toronto, Nov. 17.— (Special)— At the 
afternoon session of the tariff commis- 
sion the dry goods men objected to the 
unfair appraisements of goods imported 
which they said were practised in some 
of the smaller custom houses where Ihe 
appraisers were ineflicient and un- 
dervalued the imports to the serious 
disadvantage of importers at the larger 
custom houses, where proper valuations 
are made. They recommended ad 
valorem duties instead of specilic. They 
showed differences of opinion on the 
<|ucstion of Canadian manufactarea, but 
liartieutarly asked for fewer custom 
houses and more efficient officers. 

The crockery men had the same kind 
of comjilaint to make, and also recom- 
mended an all-round duty on their im- 
ports and no reduction or increase of the 
jircsent tarill' other than was necessary 
to accomplish this. Tim vinegar maiui- 
factnrera asked that a law be enforced to 
prevent there being put on the market 
vinegar which was manufactured im- 
properly and containing a large propor- 
tion of acetic acid. 

Jleijresetttiitives of the Typographical 
riiioti asked lor increased d'utyon news- 
paper and book stereotype plates, also 
an increase on the present autj'' of six 
cents per pound on books. They re- 
ferred to the fact of the Presbyterian 
hymn hooks being printed at Oxford^ 
luiiihitid , and urged tlmt if a tariff existed 
it should protect Canadian workingmen.. 



Before it ia altogether lost Commis- 
aioner Chamberlain suggests that con- 
gress imjuire into the conditions of trana- 
Pacilic transportation.

PARLIAMENT OP QUEBEC. 

Formal Opening of the Legislature— Refer- 
ences In the Speech From the 
Throne. 

QaEHisc, Nov. 17.— (Special)— The 
s\^th session of the eighth legislature 
ol CJtiebec was opened this afternoon by 

the lieutenant-governor with the usual 
ceremonies. The government propose to 
repeal the tax bill, to convert the entire 
debt of the province, to demand an 
increase of the federal subsidy in pro- 
portion to the increase in ))opnlation; 
to give increased aid to educntion, agri- 
culture nnd colonization, and to convert 
the land subsidies to railways into cash 
upon conditions mutually agreeable to 
the government and companies.

(irrand Jury Bring In a Finding 
All fint the Lawrence 
Case. 



The meml)er8 of the Bar took ad- 
vantage yesterday of the opportunity 
afforded by Mr. Justice McCoU pre- 
sidinfr at the Assize court, to oO'er to 
liiin their congratulations on iiia eleva- 
tion to tlie beneJi of the Supreinu court 
of the province. There was tiiiite a 
large gathering of b.irriaters in wig3 ami 
gowns when at tho openiag of the court 
Mr. Justice McColl iiscended the benoh, 
accompanied iiy Mr. "Itistice Walkem 
and by JuvJj^e llurrisioii, of the County 
court. After the jiulgea luul taken tlieir 
seats tlie iiieuiberd of tiie liar remained 
'standing wUile lion. C. i-',. Pooley, Q.C, 
as their spokesman, voiced tlieir con- 
gratulations to the new judge in the 
following terms: 

'■ On belialf of tlie I5iir of Britiali Col- 
umbia I extend to Vour l^ordship their 
hearty congratulationa upon your eleva- 
tion to the honorable position you now 
occupy, and for which, if I may be al- 
lowed to say BO, your conduct and posi- 
tion as a practieinp; counsel before this 
court have shown you to l)e eminently 
litted. We should have been ploHaed to 
have welcomed Yoiu- l-ordabip after 
takinK your oath of ollice, ljut your nat- 
ural modesty prevented our perforniinji 
tUat pleasing ciuty, which tlio proteasion 
always lookg ujion as its pi'i vilejj;o." 

Mr. Justice I\Ii-ColI, in tliankini; the 
bar for their kindly recoj^nit ion of big 
ajipointnient, said that the thoiiL'ht up- 
uermost in his mind at seeirisr bo many 
of the members of the bur present was, 
how necessary it was for the proper 
carryint; out of justice tiiatasytnpathetic 
feelini; should exist between bar and 
bench — a feeling that he knew now e.K- 
iated and which he trusted would al- 
ways be maintained. 

Mr. Justice Walkem then rose and es- 
preased the pleasure he felt at welcom- 
ino; Mr. Justice &rcColl as a colleague. 
i\Ir. Justice McColl, he was sure, would 
till Ins position on the bench with lienor 
and creilit. In eoncliisioii lie heartily 
congratulated the new judge and wished 
him a long term of office. 

Jmlge Harrison, of the County court, 
added his coDp;ratulationH, and referred 
with pleasure to tlie fact tiiat in the aii- 
pointmentof judges in British C'olambia 
the principle was to select them iium 
among the bar of the province. 

The ceremony being over iMr. Justice 
Walkem retired and the business of the 
assize proceeded, Mr. Thornton Fell ap- 
pearing on behalf of the Crown. 

The gra'Bd jury sworn in were: Hon. 
B. W. Pearse (chairman), James Angus, 
Charles 11. Cameron, Adiim (ilmulin- 
ning, John Hall, K. A. Harris, .lames 
Hastings, II. A. Macaulay, W. J. Led- 
ingham, Robert JIaaon, A. Koberteon, B. 
.S. (Jddv, P. J. A. Scliwengers, O. 11. 
Seelig, '11. Short, E. J. Wall, and J. 
ivpitli Wilson. 

In addressing the grand jury, -Mr. Jus- 
tice McColl regreltetl tliat the Chief 
Justice, who had intended to preside, 
had been obliged to abandon tlie idea 
as owing to hia recent illness hU phy- 
sician had forbidden him to take the as- 
sizes. Touching briefly on the docket, 
the Court noted with .satisfaction that 
there was not one case of offence against 
the person. He then brieUy mentioned 
the various offences charged in the in- 
dictments; these were: Grimm, illegal 
voting; Kndean , larceny ; .Sylvester and 
l.awry, houeebreaking ; Wallis, false 
pretences and escaping from custody; 
McChief, larceny; Talliard, theft aii(i 
false jiretencea; and Lawrence, false 
jiretences. 

Having done this, the Court remarked 
^hat the Chief .1 ustice had intended to 
have brought before the grand jury th.; 
subjectof the Point Ellice bridge. While 
he had not been requested to do so, Jlr. 
.Fustice McColl took it upon himself to 
give to the ;rriinii jury the reiiiarka upon 
t he sniiject that tlie Chief .liislice iiad 
intended to have made, and luul ])re- 
pared before knowing tliiiL he ■.voiild not 
lie able to preside at the aesize. 
lie. Mr. ,i usticfj McColl, while not hav- 
inc been a resident of Victoria, and 
therefore not being as conversant with 
the subject as he w ould had that been 
the case, quite agreed with the Chief 
Justice that the matter was of such iin- 
purtance that tlie Grand Jury, if they 
thought proper, might make any presen- 
tment they thought proper upon it. lie 
would read the Chief Justice's remarks, 
and all he could add waa that he ^vould 
ask the Grand .Jury in coming to a de- 
cision to be guided by the same discr((- 
lioii as they in their Idgli and indejiend- 
enl position bestowed on the other busi- 
ness brought before tlietii. The (lourt 
then pruceecied to read the remarks of 
the Chief .lubtice which appear in an- 
other culumn. 

While the Grand Jury were out con- 
sidering the indictments presented to 
them, Mr. Herbert Iv A. KobertHon ask- 
ed the Court to excuse from attendance 
Charles F. Jenkins, who had been auin- 
nioned as a petit juror but bad not an- 
swered to his name. Mr. Robertson 
showed by allidavit that .lenkins was 
<;mployed in roiiairing a liridge on the 
,>c N., and tlin.t as the work waa ur- 
gent he had askiid to bo excused. 

The Court replied that no ancli excueo 
could be taken and Mr. Jenkins would 
have to attend. However the Court 
would take no action to-day.

The grand jury have not yet readied a 
decision in the Jjinvrence case. 

To facilitate matters a second trial 
court was held yesterday in the cham- 
bera courtroom, .1 udge liarrison preaitl- 
ing and Mr, Kobert Caasiily repreaent- 
ing the Crown. 

The first case to bo tried before Mr. 
Justice McOoU waa that of Williatu 
■Grimm, charged with illegal voting at 



the last Dominion election, Mr. Grimm, 
wiien put in the box, admitt'^d that he 
had voted once at the Willows and oneo 
at the city hall, but said ho had erred 
through ignorance, an hia name was 
twice on tno list and he had thought it 
was the same aaat municipal elections, 
where;Bome peorabna might have votes 
in' two' or > more' wards. Mr. 
H. Dallas Helmcken, Q. 0., appeare<l 
for the defence, and some nmusement 
was causf d over his oroas-examination 
of F. G. Richards, a wftneaa for the pro- 
secution. The witiiesa said he had not 
been paid for work during the election, 
but had been paid for working on the 
rolls. He did not knoiv how much lie 
was paid, but lie had been paid by Mr. 
H. A. iNIunn and Mr. Georiro Riley. 

Tho jury brought in a verdict of guilty 
with a reconimendatien to mercy, and 
the court imposed a tine of ^25 on Mr, 
Grimm. 

Before Judge Harrison, the lirat ease 
heard was that of the Measrs. Young, who 
at Inst aeai/.ea had an indictnioiit brought 
against them for maintaining a nuis- 
ance dangerous to health on the Saan- 
ich road, in the shape of a pig pen. Tho 
case was only partly heard last night, 
Mr. F. B. Gregory appearing for the de- 
fence. 

The Kndean case had not been fin- 
ished last night when the court ad- 
journed until ten o'clock this morning. 
Mr. S. Perry Mills ai)peared for the de- 
fendant.

News which will be very welcome to a 
number of Victorians, and especially to 
the sealers, was contained in a very brief 
telegram from Seattle, received by Mr. 
A. L. lielyea yesterday. The telegram 
was short but to the point, and stated: 
"The court of appeals at San Fran- 
cisco lias reversed the Coquitl»m case 
and dismissed the libel." 
The steamer Coquitlam was seized, it 
il! be remepibered, in 1S92, by the 
United States, for an allege(^ breach of 
the customs laws in receiving cargo from 
other vessels within a marine league 
of Alaska. The scliooners Winni- 
fred and Henrietta were |)roaecuted 
about the same time for the same 
charge. The cases were heard in tlie 
U.S. District court at Alaska, and ves- 
sels and cargo were condemned. The 
Coouitlam was released on bonds being 
given for over 4^100,0(10, and an appeal 
was taken in her case to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals at San I'rancisco. 
Argument was heard there on the case 
about a year ago. Afterwards the ques- 
tion was raised as to the jurisdiction of 
the Circuit Court of Appeals of San 
I' rancisco to hear appeals from the Dis- 
trict court of Alaska in admiralty mat- 
ters. This wa^ referred to the Supreme 
court of the United States at Washing- 
ton, which about six months ago decitl- 
ed that the Circuit Court of Apjieaishad 
jurisdiction. As shown by the telegram 
quoted above, the judgment of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Apjieals handed down on 
Monday at San Francisco, has reversed 
the decision of the District Court of 
Alaska, and dismissed the libel against 
ship and cargo. 

The principal persons interested in 
Victoria are Messrs. li. P. Hifliet it Co., 
Ltd., Thomas Karle and William .Mun- 
sie, together with several others, owners 
of cargo, eomprisini; some (i,000 fur 
seal skins and a quantity of merchan- 
dise. Tlie seal skins were trans- 
ferred from various sealing schooners 
to the Coquitlam ofl" Afognak 
island and other places, and 
some goods had also been transferred by 
tlie Co<|Uitlam. It? was in respect of 
these transfers that the vessel was seized 
and proceeded against by the L'nited 
States. Counsel for ttie owners of cargo 
in the District Court at Alaska and also 
in the Court of .Vppealsat San Francisco 
was Mr. E. C. HugheH of Seattle; and 
the solicitor for the owners here was 
Mr. A. L. ]iel_yea. 

The immediate effect of the decision 
will be to release the bonds put up by 
the owners of cargo, for the vessel for 
nearly .$100,000. Claims for damages for 
illegal seizure will undoubtedly be made 
also against the United States by those 
interested.

To THE Eorrou: — I bad hoped to find 
by the report in your iseue this morning 
of the meeting hold last niijht by the 
city council that oflicial notification hnd 
been given them of certain tacts regard- 
ing the late Miss Lillian Field, who was 
suddenly attacked by " acute delirious 
mania "at the Queens hotel, on Mon- 
day, iHli November, and was consigned 
to the city lockup. 

J was tlis;a))puiiite(l 1 and, tlierefori', 
fuel it incuiiibent upon ine an a woman, 
anci on betnilf of my atlliott'd sister, to 
call public attention to the matter. 

It was tliruiigb mo that tlie.cit y healti! 
ollicer was notifieil of tliis case, and it 
was with the greatest j)oseible grief iin<l 
horror that 1 realized wiiat handing the 
case over to the city autlioritica in- 
volved. 

Il meant her removal to the city lock- 
under male supervision only ; and it 
was only on my personal otfer to guar- 
antee tlie wages of a female nurse that a 
woman guardian was provided, though 
I later received the health officer'B 
assurance that the expunec would be 
bornt' by the city. 

It is not the first time that reconimun- 
littiona have been made that iniprove- 
iiientB are nocussary in tlio i)rcsent sys- 
tem of conlining pcoide who are itieane. 

Dr. A. T. Watt, Secretary of the Pro- 
vincial Board of Health, isHued a report 
tBt Au2UBt,%in which he says: 
" Insane patients are often put into 
tlie lockup while awaiting medical ex- 
amination or removal to the asylum, 
and certainly their chances of recovery 
are not increased by their stay there. 
\ Buitablu room should be provided in 
ciich of the city hospitals iu which to 
[jlace, for the time being, those who are 
Biiliering from infiiinity. The principle 
ol treating the insane as criminals is 
wrong, and shoukl no longer be allowed 
in jiractice." 

Notwitbstandiiig tliis oflicial report 
and very humane recominendatiort, no 
action liua l)een taken ; notwitbstanding 
that a letter was written by Dr. Cromp- 
ton, coroner of Victorin, to the city 
council, recommending that a police 
matron be appointed to look after 
women prisoners in the city lockup, no 
action has been taken ! 1 1 

Whose fault is it that things have not 
been altered? Up to now the fault of 
everybody— everybody's fault, and tiieir 
gross and wilful neglect if such a place 
bo not immediately establishedi and idl 
suitable arrangements nuide to insure 
the personal safety and comfort of 
the insane who must unavoidably be 
placed under restraint. 

If the city wills, the city can! For 
who are tlio city? Tlie inhabitants 
thereof. If the men can't man- 
age it, then the women must, 
for their slaters liavo sufl'ered anrt ttiey 
thenieelvea may suller still for the want 
of a suitable place of safety in their 
great need. ■ 

It is that the citizens of Victoria 
should know what were the feelings of 
one amongst them who witnessed this 
terrible mental collapse — sadder than 
any death! pitiful beyond words, 
when she realized that her fellow sister 
was to be consiiined to the city lockup — 
that this letter is written. 

Wonien of Victoria, do you know 
that if you or I became insane in this 
city and it was found necessary to place 
us in Btrict confinement, even if we were

Tliey would be run not 
80 much to accommodate the public as 
to keep the government of the day in 
power. All appointments would be 
political appointments, and regard 
would be had to the political predulic- 
tions of even the lower cla.ssea of em- 
ployes rather than to their ability toper- 
form their duties efficiently. The con- 
sequence would be that tho roads would 
be wastefully and inefficiently operated. 

These objections to the state owner- 
aliip of railroads appe.ii to be only too 
well groanded. The leiulency in demo- 
(•ratic countries is to st'-critice everytliinf; 
for power and oflice, and it is found that 
tliere are very many public men, how- 
ever they may be in private life and 
however upright in the transaction 
of their own affair.^, cannot re- 
sist the temptation to treat their 
own giipjiorters witli undue favor 
when tliey are entrusted with tlie trans- 
action of ])ublic ljuaiueaa. The patriotic 
lament of the Hon. .\le.\ander Macken- 
zie over the preed and unscrupulousnesa 
of the supporters of his party is still 
fresh in the memory of Canadians, 
and we have no doubt the ex- 
perience of iiiinisterH of both par- 
ties have been similar to that of 
the liiinest and strong-willed oUl 
].,iberal loader. Ic is not much 
wonder that weaker men yield to the 
pressure and that men who do not re- 
(luire pressure use their positions to 
strengthen their party rather than to ad- 
vance the general welfare. 

But there are countries in wliieh tlie 
state owns the raih-oacls, and the insti- 
tutions of Bouio of these countries are 
democratic. In .Australia, for Instance, 
all the railroads are public works and 
are run by the different Governments. 
Are they honestly and efficiently opera- 
ted? Lieut.-Col. Henry C. Stanley, Chief 
Engineer of the (.Jueenshuid railway sys- 
tem, during a lato \ ir^it to the city of 
New York was interviewed liy the in- 
evitablc iiews]i:i))er rejiorter. I'.eing 
asked if in tliat colony it ia found thai 
Ciovornment control is a source of cor- 
ruption in politics, he replied: 

Xot in the slighteBt degree. Tlie 
whole railwiiy business of Australia i.s 
done under a .strict Hv.sleiu of civil Ber- 
vice that makes corniplion next to im- 
jjoasiljle. We have a .M inisler of Kail- 
ways, but the working manageiueul is 
vested by Tarliament in a Cominisaioner 
aupointed by the Governor-in-Council. 
The Commissioner is secure in hia ten 
are of office, because he can be removed 
only by the vote of both houses of 
Parliament. He has full powers of em- 
ployment. I'nder him are the Chief 
Kngineer, tho General Traffic Manager 
and the locomotive engineer. Appli- 
cants lor eniuloymont are reoiiired to 
l)aHS examinations, down to tho guards, 
trainmen and lal)orers. -In tho case of 
the hitter the exaniiiiiitiona arc mainly 
physical, although the candidate must 
be able to read and write. 

This is strong testimony in favor of 
Government ownership and manage- 
ment of railways, for what lias been 
<lone in I Juoensland can be done in any 
other British colony. I ' nfortunately , 
we have not seen what Col. Stanley said 
about the cfliciency of Government rail- 
way management. We were informed.not 
long ago, that in one of tho Australian 
colonies, New South Wales, if our mem- 
ory serves us, that drays competed auc- 
ceasfully with one of its lin'>9 of railway 
in carrying freight. The railway charges 
were so high that the company owning 



THE HONEST " TRUTH-" 

Mr. Labouchere said in Truth: "If 
Mr. Bryan had been wise he would have 
gouein for bimetallism if it pleased him ; 
but lie ahould have made the ratio in- 
delinite. Ilia ratio meant the right of 
everyone to repudiate half his obliga- 
tions without his bettering anyone in the 
future." The ratio was tho weak spot 
in Mr. Bryan's theory. No one has any 
objection to silver per se, but everyone 
has a great many objections to giving 
twice as mucii for it as it is worth. The 
hope or the expectation that the free 
coinage of silver by the United States 
would cause it to rise in value to such 
an extent that the ratio of sixteen to 
one would be fair and cause no loss to 
either creditor or debtor, if it was really 
entertained bj' Mr. Bryan or any one 
else, waa foolish in the extreme. The 
value of ailver, or any other coniinodity 
cannot be regulated by any Government. 
1 ts value depends upon causes over wh iuh 
Government has no control. If the 
United States Government tried to make 
a corner in silver by giving more for it 
than the market price, it would soon 
have more silver' on its hands than it 
would know what to do with. This iia),- 
pened when tho law reiinired it to pttr- 
chase a comparatively snuill (luuntity of 
silver every month. This attempt to 
make Government a monopolist so 
far as silver was concerned, had 
not the effect of raising the jjrice 
of ailver. In apite of the largo piu- 
chase.s made by 'the Government 
tho price of silver wont down. Ttie 
difference between it and gold became 
wider and wider. This waa not because 
the Government bought silver largely, 
but because there were other influences 
at work over wliich the Government had 
no control which lowered the jirice of 
the white metal. One ounce of goUl 
will now buy more than thirty ounces 
of silver, and it would take nothing less 
than a miracle so to alter the value of 
ailver that one ounce of gold could buy 
only sixteen ounces of silver. Bryan 
should have left the ratio alone. 



THE VENEZUELAN -DIFFICULTY. 

The attitude of Great Britain with re- 
gard to tho Venezuelan boundary dis- 
])nte appears to give general satisfaction 
on both sides of the Atlantic. The in- 
dignation of the British nt tho interpre- 
tation given to the Monroe Doctrine by 
tho Americans seeqis to havocomplotuly 
subsided, and the Americana are in a 
very good humor at seeing their claim to 
what looks very like a protectorate over 
the South and Central American 
republics recognized by Great Bri- 
tain without war, or latterly, at 
any rati;, a threat of wur. It is quite 
possible that our neighbors will find 
that their assertion of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, as they now understand it, car- 
ries with iti duties which they may 
find it inconvenient and unpleaaant 
to perforin. If the I'niteil .States under- 
takea to be the champion of the Latin 
republics of the two continents, it fol- 
lows that it mual, to a certain extent, at 
any rate, be answerable for the conduct 
of its proteges in their relations with 
foreign nations. It any of those ropub- 
licas act dishonestly, or, jjresuming im 
the protection of the I'liited States, be- 
conie.s oU'eiisive aud in.sulting to a l-'.uro- 
pi'.an power, the United States must 
either shield it from the consequences 
of its wrong-doing or undertake itself 
to administer the ilescrved correction. 
Tliese repnblics, it must bo said, are not 
always ■,vell-behaved, and the time may 
come and , we think it probable, will come 
when the pooi)le of the Uniteil States 
will have cause to believe that it would 
have been wise in them to have per- 
mitted Great Britain " and Venezuela 
to settle their dilBcultiea as best 
they could without interference. 
However, what baa been done 
iias been dune, and the immediate ro- 
auli.a will bo bcnclicial to all concerned. 
Although it is ditlicult to understand 
how the Venezuelans, proud and self- 
sutlicient as they are, can stomach being 
treated aa unfit to manage their own 
affairs or to take their own part. They 
have in this boundary business been 
treated as chiliiren by both tho United 
Slntes and Great liritain. A really 
spirited people would not permit nations, 
no matter how big they might be, to 
ignore them in tho way in which the 
Venezuelans have been ignored.

VOTING BY MACHINERY. 

Voting by machinery is something 
now under the sun. A machine has been 
invented which makes polling clerks 
needless and which counts the votes 
polled for each candidate with mechani- 
cal exactitude. No matter how many 
candidatea there are the inacliino re- 
cordatbe number ofvotci given to each 
of tliem, and at tlie close of the poll 
sliowa the several aggregates without the 
losa of a ainglo minute. No time is lost 
in counting, the machine automatically 
makes tho results known. 

This seems too wonderful to be true, 
but it ia true iieverllieless. N'oting ma- 
chines have been invented and Rome of 
them were in use at the late 
Tresidential election. The new 
constitutions of New York and 
Massachusetts permit the use of voting 
machines, and such macliinea were used 
in Uocliestor and Worcester on the ihini 
of November, They did their work ad- 
miraldy, and no one seems to have raised 
a question as to their arcuraey. It is 
said that fraud is absolutely impossible 
where these machines are used. The 
elector presses a button for each candi- 
date be votes for and tlie machine does 
the rest. This is how the St. I'aul 
Pioneer Press describes the machine: 

The apparatus is in principle the sanjo 
as a casli reg'sier. The voting ia done 
by simply pushing in a knob for (!ach 
ticket or each candidate voted f(;r. A 
knc)b onc(! pushed in does not return 
until th(! voter leaves the booth, ao that 
"repeating" is impossible. The ma- 
chine counts iind rei:ords each vote as il 
is put in; and wlien the polls close a 
door on the l)ack is oponeti and the total 
number of votes given for each candidate 
is seen at a glance. There ia no count- 
ing of ballots, and no possibility of dia- 
iiirbinir the count as registered, it re- 
duces tho cost of elections to a mini- 
ni 11 1 insures absolute secrecy, and, in 
.■:lioit, seems to have so much to 
r(!coniniend it that it will not be 
Hurpriaing if at tin,' next, |)reHi- 
dential election it will be found in exten- 
sive use in many of the states. 

As there is no counting of votes the re- 
sults of the day's voting are known 
almost as soon as the poll ia closed. In 
Itochester, for instance, tho first return 
was received at oiOl o'clock, juat on;! 
minute after tho close of the poll, aud 
by 5:30 o'clock the greater portion of 
tile 70 diatricta in Rochester had been 
heard from. At 5;50 the complete re- 
turns for the President and the Gover- 
nor of New York were known, and the 
result telegraphed all over tho country. 
In fact the returns came in as fast as 
they could bo taken down. 

Tho voting, too, waa done quickly. 
Although voting by machine was en- 
tirely new, many men registered their 
vote for the whole ticket in ten seconds, 
and there were others who boasted that 
they made even a better record. 

Tho ailvantagea of this ayatem of 
voting are obvious. It is in the first 
place very cheap and in the next it la 



A HEALTH REPORT. 

The annual report of the Massachu- 
setts Board of Health shows that in that 
state the danger of eutrering from con- 
tagious disease ia very small, indeed. 
The reader learns from it that there has 
not been a aingle death from smallpox 
in the state during the year and but oiie 
case of the disease was reported. This 
happy state of all'aira is attributed l)y 
the Board to the attention paid to vac- 
cination. The laws with regard to it 
have been firmly and fearlessly adminis- 
tered. The mortality from typhoid and 
scarlet fevera has greatly diminished 
an<l there have been fewer deaths from 
diphtheria. Tbc Maaaachusetts BtJard 
of Health recognizes the contagious 
nature of consumption. Its members 
believe that it yields to preventive treat- 
ment, and they claim that such treat- 
ment has already diminished the mor- 
tality from this fell disease. Tho report 
bears strong testimony to tin- eflicacy of 
preventive meaaures in lessening mor- 
tality and inii)n.'vi:ig the public health.

The following are the rerwarks the 
Chief JuBtice bad prepared to present to 
the grand jury before his physician had 

forbidden him to presido nt tlxe assizes. 
Jfr. Juatice McColl ruiul them, iiowever, 
stating at the time that he did so on 
his own rcsjionjibiilly and not at 
the request of llie Chief Justice: 

'' Porlmps ii will iiiit lie mu ol 
oonvt'rse upon a lew current to[n( 
the lirsl jiluce, I ^IkiuUI like to say n<iiiu'- 
tliinf; on a subject which is ii sad mic with 
all of us.

Inr, but for whicl-. perhaps the disaster 
might not have hnj>peiied. I allude, of 
course, to l.he bridt;<' disaster of the ail h o( 
May last, as a result of v.liiilj sciinc liliv- 
six persons, mostly IViiiah.- and children. 
Were hurried to their diiotn. Munv Wiuc 
the imputaliims id' neKh ci nuide nt t lie time 
aL:ai:isi those in authority, hut to iny mind 
whether hliinie to a u'reatel' or less exleiii i~ 
t o he attach.iil to one or another is a mat- 
ter of very little nioiiu-nt. 

" A previous (,'rand jury aiio|itcd what 
I tliiuK was a very sen.sihie course, 
of passiiii^ over the matter willioiit 
imputing particular bluine lo anyone, aiul 
it is not luy jjurpose to advise this (iranil 
.lury to adopt a iliflerent course. Doubt- 
less Vjetter jiKiRiuent ami liu'esiL'hf . as we 
can now all see, niif;ht have averted the ac- 
cident, but the same may he said of almost 
e\ery disaster which appalls luuun ii i ty. It 
is easy to be wise after the event. l''or iii- 
stauce. in a calamity following close after 
the bridge disaster, when .~ome thnusands 
ofpeoiile, also pleasure seekers, at Moscow 
were trampled to denth, there can be no 
doubt that neglect of due precaution was 
the imiuediate occasion, and that it mi^'ht 
have been averted had those whose special 
duty it was to preserve order been more on 
the alert. Still we do not liiul that the gov- 
erntaent visited the lu glect in that case up- 
on any particular individuals or body of 
men. 1 1 was a pu blic calamity , ami whilst 
its occurrence iiiight. and perhaps ought to 
ha\ e been foreseen and averted, huinan 
judgment ami foresight are so lanieiitably 
defective that it becomes no one to be the 
lirst to east a stone of leproach. So it is 
with the bridge disaster, whether in reganl 
■ to the city council and its oHicersorthe 
tramway company and its servants, or the 
local government'of ton or twelve years ago 
or with any other ]iersons who might seem 
to have been in a position of control or 
authority wliich could liave dictateii better 
judgment. This is the charitable ami the 
conunon sense way of looking at the mat- 
ter, but it is not always the charitable and 
conunon sense phase of a ipiestioii which 
iirst presents itself lo the mind. If. with 
those disjjosed to criticise, more attention 
luul been paid to this aspect of tlie matter, 
and less to the desire of shielding on<''s self 
or one's associates fnwu hlaine, and im- 
puting or fastening that blame on others, 1 
uni inclined to think that better and nujre 
comforting counsels might have pre- 
vailed, and I am also disposed to 
think that if the charitable plan 
I have indicated be adojiled for tbi' future 
nnich good and the relief of much sullering 
may be accomplished in this city.

)iose, to dwell upon the legal ;\spect of tiie 
matter; that is to say, as to whether any 
individual or cin-poration iiiav be liable iii 
ilaimiges to the siillerers. 'fnal is a ;deha- 
tahle .juestion, which may and which 
threatens to be carried to the courts of last 
resort ill the realm, and jierhaiis at the end 
of three or four years of expensive litiga- 
tion we may be able to say who is h-Kallv 
rcsponsible and who is not. .^s regard.sthe 
tramwiiy company, it appears that the 
originators, the men who tirst put their 
money into the concern, utterly faileil in 
that euteri)rise, and after tirst mortgaging 
it upon debentures had lost every dollar ol 
I heir money and all interest in the iirojierty 
long before" the bridge dis:ister. 'Die ered'- 
itors and debenlure holdei-s took I'.-;. ^ses- 
sion, and t ben i t appears that :i new coni- 
paiiy. composed cd lliiropeaii .-liarehol, 
nought the projierty from the debenture 
holders and took charge of the i-oncern 
about three weeks before the accielent. It 
is apparent, then, ihat whatever legal re

\\ hdst, as I have said, lierhaps we cannot 
condemn the ( 'ity Conucil ]iart icu hui y , or 
their ollicers, mo'rally there can be no doubt 
that they, rejiresenli'ng the idty, ought to 
be responsible to some extent ior the suf- 
fering which has occurred. This was a 
bridge which they had the management of 
for years. They are eiitnisted with the

have met with injury owing to a failure of 
the purpo.se3 for w hich the taxes have liecu 
contributed. The city government invite 
the public to use these liighways, and 
ought morally to be held responsible tliat 
t hey are not mere pits and death traps. I 
do not lose sight of the fact that those who 
hiil ill their duty in this regard art: subject 
to indictment "for their neglect. 1 am 
aware, however, that the (|iiestion of the 
legal liability of tiie corpinaLioii in d;un- 
ages is open to very serious douhl ; hut, as 
I said before, wh.-it iniiy he the view uUi- 
nuitelj' taken in this jiarticuhir case, no one 
can now say. We all know that the; fiiend.i 
of the victims are taking the cases into 
«'Ourt, luid we have also been informed tiiat 
an order has been made staying the pro- 
ceedings hi all the actions except one. This 
order lias been appealed against, ami 
whether it will be uphidd is oi)en to ques- 
tion. A score or so of actions agai nst t he 
<aty. to lie tidien from court to court, and 
to eviuy available court in the kingdom, 
and liotli sides declaring that there shall 
be no ]ioace until a result has been reuclied 
in the highest court of last resort, which 
means the judicial c(;;iiiiiit tee of Her 
Majesty's I'rivy (.'oinicil. ^Vhat is going to 
be the expense and cost of this litigation, 
lasting, us it promises to do for the next 
two or three years ? AVill J25.000 pay the 
co.'its,— the bare legal expenses? I do not 
think it will. Will ^.W.OlW meet it Well, 
that may be nearer the mark, hut if.'iO.OOO is 
a large smu of money with which a greaf 
<leal (d' good may he accmnplished That 
tin litigation will, even supiiosing the city 
to he ultimately :;uceessful, cost Ihen'i 
that amount, ilieie can, [ think, he 
little doubt. We hear, or have heard, a 
good deal about cuercion in tliesedays, and 
si'iout concilialiou, but il seems to lix' tliat 
Jis regurds.the unfortunate siiliereri from 
Uiis bridge oalariijty, a policy of the bit- 



terest coercion is about to be pursued, and 
the idea of conciliation, brof recompensing 
the sull'eiors in the slightest degree, never 
seems to have suggested itself at all in this 
ease. Is this wise? And why is 
It that a policy which humanity and 
leeling for the sullering of others 
should dictate, and having for its 
objects the relief of the widow 
and the orphan has never suggested itself? 
I think 1 know the reason, although jier- 
haps it woukl not lie universally admitted. 
It is, 1 think, the fear that by admitiing, m- 
even entertaining for a mo'meiit the idea 
of coinpensatinir these unlbrttuiates, some 
point in regard to responsibility woukl he 
given up; that the city, if it even breathes 
such an idea as settlement, would be 
acknowledging that thoy are to blame. 
Geiitleinen, in view of the aspect of the 
subject which I endeavored in the first 
place to lay before yoti, is not this a false 
and unmanly way of looking at matters? 
As 1 pointed out to yon. perliaps no one is 
particiilaily to blame, whereas, to speak in 
a peiieral \vay, there are conijiaratively few, 
who, ill the light of expeiience, may not 
lenruach tlieiusulves. HuL ii'proacli theni- 
selves with what? Not with criminal 
neglect or culpable iieglig<'nce, but with 
Want of a degree of forethought which we 
cannot ludp thinking might have told us 
that that bridge was unsafe Which of us; 
having been here since hSHI, the vear the 
bridge \vas built, constantly jias.s'ing ami 
repassing the hridL'e, will not sav tn him- 
liiiiiself, "Why did it never occur to nic 
that a bridge constructed only for ordinnrv 
tr.itlic, must, unless materially strengthened 
break down alter live or six years of tram 
way tnillic whicdi it was lu-ver intendi'd 
for?"—" 1 could see lhat it wa.- ncv 
sirenghtened by ailditional supp<irts, ai 
why did it never occur to me lo sound 
note ol warning?" We read ilaily lett( 
in the newspapers upon every conceivable 
topii! connected with rotil or iniaginarv 
misgoverniiient, but who ever reavl a liii', 
about the uiisafety of the I'oint Idlici 
bridge? .No, the fact was its insecuritv 
occurred to no one, (U' if it did he kept lii'^ 
nnsgiviug.M to himself. lOvcryoiie pre 
sunicd il was sale, and everyone w"as wrong 
llow then tloes il hecome anyone ti> heaj 
reproach u|>oii his neiglibo'r'.' We an 
e<iually blaniewcn-tliy, and companions in 
ilistress. Such is the mliriiiity of huinan 
judgment. 

"Let us Dursue this subject farther, 'He 
pives twice who gives ijiiicklv.' The winter 
IS iij)0U us, and sii IVering " hardship and 
Want are in store for many, and particularlv 
for those who have lost their hreailwiiluer's 
through the accident. We are ahoiH to ex- 
nend- sipiaiuler— .$,')0.l)()Oin I'm it less, pit i less 
litigiitioii, which will no; see its termination 
for years. Might not this monev be put to 
a better piirp(ise? ]!ill, I hear 'somebody 
say "one suitor alone claims that suni, 
what can you ilo with fjO.OIXI?" lientle- 
nien, it is one thing to sue for 1(50,000; an- 
other thing to expect to pet it; and an en 
tirely diirereiit tiling again to succeed in 
recovering it. There are very few suits ol 
this kind, started for high ligures, w hich 
cannot at the outset be settled fo'r much 
less than a t itlie of the claim. .\:noiig law- 
yers, the amount of the claim in suits for 
damages, whether .f.">, 001.1. ,^;,')0,0(ki, or .■f.'iDo,- 
(100. is described as a " mere lloiirish of the 
pleader's jieii." .\ man commences a suit, 
the pi'os|)ects of w liicb are, to say the best, 
iitieucoiiraging, and, ol course, his i)leader 
is going to set the highest possible lignre 
Upon his client's chances of success. Uoth 
the lawyer and his client know they have 
a bitter struggle hehire them, and if, as the 
result of years of litigation, they luckily 
come out sLiccessfully tliey certainly are no"t 
going lo lose anything' by not' having 
claimed enough, "ihit, siip'pose vou a|i- 
proacli tlu' litigant in the lirst jda'ce? lie 
knows he has a corporation to light wliieli 
has plenty (d' money (for litigation at all 
events), while he has Imt little. The law 
in his favor is by no means certain, how- 
ever righteous his cause, ami it will be 
years belore he will see the end of it. ( len- 
tlenien, my experience is (and I liave had 
s(une experience in damage cases), that the 
Corporation could compromise such an 
uetioii practically on tluir own terms, pro- 
vided those terms were in I he least degree 
reasonable Fifty thousamr dollars wouM 
iiieaii an average (d' nearly •'fb'mt foreverv 
victim.

disposition on the part of the Tramway 
Conipaiiy to contribute towards the loss, 
I'liey gave a substantial sum toward,' 
slreiigt lieniiig .lames Hay bridge, and of- 
lereil twenty-live per cent, towards the 
bnd'_'e airn-s I'oiiit Mllice. Is it not 
likely, tiien. tliac if a feasible scheme 
for e, un pciisatiiig the suH'crers had been 
brought I'nrward, this eunipaiiy might have 
been induced to assist .' 1 am alraiil now il 
is ton late, because it appears that the com- 
pany has become banknipt. X know that I 
am approaching somewhat delicate ground 
in alluding to the Consolidated Railway 
Company, because I have observed that the 
company is, according to the newspapers, 
in 111 tiler had odor, and its going into the 
hands ,if a receiver is attributed solely to a) 
de.-irei.i escape respoiisiliility. .''^ucli may 
cif e ir.rse i>e the case, but I am dis|)osed to 
ttiinlc that such is not the principal reason 
for us present ciuidition. It is coninion 
knowieii^'e that the tramway, up to the 
lime of its iieing taken over by the new 
company, had been a losing concern. It is 
reported* that at the time of the accident il 
was about paying its rnnningf.tpenses and 
the interest upon ti;e money borrowed; but 
ifiti-<a hict, as 1 tiiulerstaiid it is, that 
sinci' the accident it has been running be- 
liiiid, and has been operated at an actual 
loss of fliKJ per day, owing to the 
I'.siiuimalt trallic lieiug shut olf 
ami its iitlier lines iin|)edeii, it 
Is lint tn be wondered at that the con- 
cern has gone iiilu the lianils of a receiver. 
To have avoided that state of thingi the 
company would, judging from the over- 
ttires ihey lirst niiide of contributions, have 
gone a long way to have saved themselves, 
and a few remarks as to the condition and 
status of a company such as this, not [lar- 
ticularly directed to this company but to 
!ill enterprises of iilike nature, may not be 
out ni place. In Moating cnnipunies of this 
kind, there is one almnst i nvariabic con rsc 
])ursued. I'enple do not put in very much 
<it t heir nw n money. Hardly ever is a rail- 
way, tramway, ni- ntlier large undertaking, 
construc-ted with the ininiediate money of 
its promoters. People have not, as a riile. 
money enough for that purpose, or if they 
have, are not going to risk their all hi one 
thing. The promoters lind ten or iierliiips 
tw enty per cent, of the moneys necessary 
lo carry out the nildertaking, ami borrow 
the balance upon mortgage, under which 
there is no )iersoiiai responsibility, 
and issue debentures. Then if tin- 
thing I nmes to grief they lose 
their ten or twenty per cent, it i.s 
true, but the debenture holders will liaVe 
to take tlie concern for the balance. It is 
nut likely that the Consolidated Railway 
Company was organizeil on any other plan, 
and in view of the utter want of sympathy 
which they found in the conimiinity, it 
was not li'kely they were going to '.brow 
gooil money after bad, even if they had it. 
Hut, remember the subscribers to these 
conipaines are composed' of till classes, 
largely nf the laboring classes wdio are in- 
duced withdraw Ibeir savings from the 
saving's liiuiks and put them iiitn these 



.■irterprises as oll'ering a fair 
prntit. ."^n in dealing harshly with, or 
crushing the.se cnmpaniei, yiui are not 
get ti iig e\ en with the sniiUess corpnralioii, 
but are linancially ruining perchance work- 
ing people and servant girls whose savings 
are thus invested. It was not likely that 
this or any other comi)any would continue 
to operate loiiir under the condition.s in 
which they found thenisi Ives. 

•■ When we nnw look at the matter we 
can se" l,(iw much better it might have 
been, wleui ,lie tramway showed a di.-- 
pnsilinn tn make a linh'l for its life and 
came (.:)'u ing tn coiitribuie iiKiney for this 
ami hir tliiil purpose, in liave 'accepted 
tlieir i n. operation, and tn bavi' met I hem 
as lirntbers in distress, if only for the one 
sellish purpose of seeing how mucli could 
he got out of them in their ellnrt to save 
themselves— a chance now apparently gone 
forever. 

'• But even if llie city now has to ap- 
proach the matter almie, I think I have 
proved to you conclusively that ecniinmy 
and gnml judgment will be iiractised, In 
sav iiniliing of charity iiiid humanity, liy 
at lOic" taking steps to tinil out how those 
mat ' ers can' be sel tied and com prnmised in- 
stead nt lighting lawsuits, the full cost id' 
w hich can at the present lime be hardiv 
estimated. Then, what if the City should 
lose the Buits in the end? What woidd it 
cost then to .settle what might now be com- 
promised for f50,fX)i) or so? If once it were 
established that the city was legally liable, 
the demands of ihcse (daiinants and otli(!rs 
would know no bounds, and where the lia- 
hilily would end, no mie can I'nrecast,

liumauity, but coniaioii sense, ])rudcnce, 
ami si.df protection, diclato the only one 
ciiursc, anil that is the co,irse of concilia- 
tion, and the endeavor to repair the wrongs 
and sullerings llmt have occurred.

!|ll2j.00O to build a bridge, which, if we 
throw aside sentiment, and the insane idea 
that ther(d)y we are escapi iig some fancied 
responsibility, or perhaps sbnnldcriiig it on 
to siuneone else, we can do w ithout. Why 
not spend that money and l>erhaps a little 
more upon your roiids and streets, which 
w ill benelit everybody and make the 'vhole 
city comfortahre and attractive. I am 
sure that the saving in sjirings 
and a.^les and the tires of the carriages and 
carts used upon the streets, would jiay the 
yearly interest and sinking fund, on the 
money borrowed lo be so e.v|ii.'nded. 

N'ictoria is a slopping place on the high- 
ay to .Ahuka. a trallic which will surely 
increase largely in its proportions, and is 
al.so the jiort ol' entry and departure of ships 
for the Orient, Australia, California, and 
other places. The more inviting Victoria 
is, the longer the passengers to and from 
these places will be tempted to stay, and 
the more lo make this their home per- 
ninnently. Besides this, a large mining 
population is being now attracted to our 
country. Why should they not many of 
them make their dwellings here, ami hriiiL' 
their families with them? It all dejiends 
upon how attractive you can make the 
place, but dilapidated roads and streets 
will never encourage them. 

■^'ou have all these matters I have been 
peaking of in your own hainls, but if the 
ratepayers are apathetic and pay no heed 
lo the way the city is governed, or to the 
irinciples advocated by those who govern 
In civic matters, it can only be expected 
that injustice, stagnation and discomfort 
w ill ensue, whereas a proper regard ai\d 
due vigilance in your own interests will en- 
sure a thriving, contented and happy com- 
munity.

Slight Advances in Low Priceil Stocks in 
New York — London Market Idle 
and I?"lat. 

New YoiiK, Nov. 17.— The Fveninc; 
Tost says: " The fractional gains as «le- 
veloped in to-day's sto^jk market hap- 
pened almost without exception in the 
biet fifteen or twenty minutes during the 
dull liourg of business.

" .\ot!;il-diiig to tho Chugai Sliogo," 
says a Yokoliaiua advice brouglit by the 
Empress last evening,*' tho Chinesegov- 
ernment is anxious to bring about tho 
Japanese evacuation of Weiliaiwei at as 
BBrly a date as possible. It is jirovided 
intheBakan treaty tliat Weibaiwei will 
be evacuated when the second instal- 
ment ot the iiuleiiinity is paid and 
the commercial treaty concluded, and 
on the condition that the Chinese govern- 
ment secures payment ot the remaining 
indemnity by etitimitting its customs re- 
veiiuea aa security. In negotititing the 
coniiiiercial treaty , wdiicli was promul- 
gated on October -9, tbeCbinose govern- 
ment presented very little opposition t;o 
the Japanese clenmiula, in the bojie, 
di>nl)tleas, of facilitating the early con- 
clusion of tho treaty. Now tliattbo sec- 
ond instuiinent baa been paid and the 
treaty eoacltided, it is reasonable to ex- 
pect that a request for tho evacuation of 
Weihaiwei will be made by the Chinese 
government in a stiort time." 

Here is a strange atury, the truth of 
which is vouched for by the ^'<)kohanla 
.Adveitiser ami wliicb wnuld indic.ile 
that cliolera is still alilictiiig at least the 
Northern and inli'riordistricts of ,T;ipan : 
" A Tokyo jinrikishotnaii named Kita- 
kawa Kinzo was discovered by a police 
con^'table on the iiigbt of November 1 
,'it 1 liranuniacbo, carryini; a corpse in 
bis rikialia. The corpse was that of a 
young man and bliowed signs of death 
by cholera. It was ascertained 
that the del! d man waa in the employ- 
ment of a riie iiiercliaiit at Toshiniacho, 
Knnda, Tokyo. lie took sick in 
the morning of November 1, on wbicii 
his master sent him to tho office of the 
employment ngent, tlirough whom the 
younir fellow had been engaged. When 
tho sick man reached this place the 
agent refused to take him in, but hired 
a jinvikisha coolie to take him to his 
home at Voktdiama. The patient ex- 
pired during the journey. The jinrik- 
ishaiiian paid no heed to bis condition 
but proceeded with his ghastly fare till 
he was arrested." 

NewH has been received from Peking, 
Bays the Jv'orth China Daily News, that 
it is the intention of the Emperor to ap- 
point M. E. Li HuDg-chaug to the post 
of reoiganizer of the imjierial navy, and 
that the programme is to build within 
live years' time six largo battleships, 
twelve flrst-clasB armored oruipx-rs, and 
twenty second and third-class cruisers. 
Further, that 11.10. Id was greatly strutd^ 
with the torpedo destroyera ho saw in 
England, and the result will be that the 
government will be advised to biiv a 
regular llotilhiof these fast boats for the 
new Chinese navy. It is also aaserted 
that jr. IC. Li received promises from 
bankers in England to jnovide this 
money in return for mil u-av concessions. 
The Emperor will therefore be advisetl 
to give up his jiolicy of exclusion, and 
permit foreigners (especially English) to 
I invest in Chinese railways.

]Icii" .Bcbel, fhft Socialist Leader's 
Bitter Attacks on the Kaiser 
ami Militarism. 



Bi:ni.iN, Nov, 17.— The Chancellor, 
I'rince llobenlohe, replying to an inter- 
))ellatiou of JHerr .\ugust Munckel, 
People's parly, on the Bruzewitz inci- 
dent, in which a lieutenant, on October 
v.), ran through the back with a sword 
ami killed a workman named Siedm.inn 
who bad accidentally pushed against the 
oflicer's chair while entering a cafe, 
stateiltbat the military department were 
preparing new regulations with tiie ob 
ject of liuiiting duelling as much as pos- 
sible, and com tnissionedonicers.headded, 
would meet within ,a few months for the 
piiriujse oi i-onsiilering a report on the 
re^:ulalioiiK proposed. Continuing, tin 
Ci'iancellor aaid that the (thief change 
in the reiiulatioiiR as propiised waa that 
if an ollieer insulted anotlicr the ni.'itter 
would i)c left to the decision of ii Court 
of Honor; but, the judgment of the 
court Bhould never be worded in such 
way aa to make a. dual necessary or even 
to imply the recoghilion of ench a means 
of settling a dispute. 

General von Uo^sler, minister of %var, 
then addressed the house, directly deal- 
ing with the Bruaewitz nll'air. Lieut. 
Drusewitz Uilletl a civilian because ho 
believed the honor of bis uniform had 
been tarnished by the ai'cidental [lusli- 
ing against; bis ciiair of an unfortiiiiatc 
w orkman. The ollieer was courtmartial- 
ed ami sentenced to four years imprison- 
ment and dismissed from tho German 
army, 

tiencrnl GoEsIer, aniiii constant inter 
ruptioiis, then went on to tumonnce that 
the judgment of court martial bad been 
pronounced, but had not yet been sanc- 
tioned. Therefore, he explained, it had 
no force in law. Continuing, he said 
that the documents bearing on the allair 
were to be submitted by Imperial cora- 
manil lo the !\Iinisterof War,and sosoon 
as this was done the sentence would 
he published together with the 
reasotiH which prompted il. General 
Gossler then referred to Horr .Munckle 
" lirubraml spee(di," -which caused 
great uproar in tlie bouse. The minister 
then cited the cases of odicers who bad 
been grossly insulted by unknown jier- 
sons, and he thereupon remarked that 
officers who have not a proper feeling of 
military honor or sense of their position 
deserve to be got rid of, for on those 
sentiments depend the martial efficiency 
of the army. 

The j;eneral further said : "The honor 
attaching lo wearing the king's uniform 
and resjiect for tiie colors are military 
sentiments we shall never abandon. 
The rif^ht of self defence must never be 
taken from odicera." (Loud protests.) 

When the tumult had subsided the 
minister of war remarked, " I regret the 
attack made upon the officers and I bore 
the house will drop the circumstance 
without bias." 

A lively debate followed the remarks 
of the minister, and the President of the 
House, Baron Von Buol Bernberg, de- 
clared that the expression "class bait- 
ing," by which General dossier had 
(diaracterizetl Ili^rr Munckle's speech, 
was regrettable, adding that if it had been 
used bv a simple dt^puty, tho latter 
would have been calleil to order. 

Herr I'ebel, ."-Socialist leader, then 
criticised (ieneral v. u (lossler's remarks 
in referring to the death of Siedmann, 
dcBcribing them as not gentlemanly 
and blaming him for using ■ Eng- 
lish words. Ilerr Bebel said 
further: "How can it be said that 
whoever attacks the King's uniform 
thereby insult the King? In 17iili the 
King tiirealened with pain of death any 
military man who llouled a civilian. 
Things will at last come to such a pass 
that a uniform of the cuirassiers guard 
will be suspended like Gessler's hat and 
the people will be required to 
do obeisance to tho Emperor's horse. 
It is vain to endeavor by a word 
Ironi an augn.it nmutli to Ijriiig 
the peo[ile to sncli a state of all'airs and 
trembling that they will bow the kiii^o 
in sileueo. Success is so impossible for 
views so diametrically opposed to everv- 
tbiiiir, that ho is the greatest fool who is 
constantly trying to make them ))re- 
vail."
